Railroad Injury Rate Lowest In History 
In order to correct erroneous impressions that have 


been caused by some railroad wrecks in recent years, |f 


the Association of American Railroads has made 
available statistics which should be comforting to the 
traveler. 

The railroads have had to pick up virtually all of 
the increase in freight and passenger traffic caused 
by the war, with approximately the same number of 
which they had at the beginning of the war. But, ' 
is, they are now carrying about four 


times the p: 
they are carrying nearly two and one-half times the} 

ssengers they did in the war year of 1918, with 30 
per cent less equipment. Previous to this war, the 
railroads added more than 300 passenger-carrying 
cars a year, but during the whole of the present war 
they have been able to get only 150 new cars, and none 
within the past two years. 

The 58th annual report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’ on page 33, says: “ . >. in each of the 
years following 1940, the passenger casualties, both 
fatal and nonfatal, averaged fewer per million pas- 
senger-miles than in 1940...” This means that in 
1944 the passenger who rode the average distance 
traveled each year on the railroads would have had 
to travel more than half a million years before meet- 
ing a fatal accident. 

_ There is no desirt to minimize the wrecks and in- 

juries during the war years. But, in relation to the 

tremendous increase in traffic and opportunity for in- 

juries, the fact stands out that the rate of injuries 

is the lowest in road history, and the railroad re- 

cord for safety continues to be one of the nation’s 
dustrial marvels.
